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Bowling alley 
to make way 
for archives 


TWO of Ely’s biggest family attrac¬ 
tions - Strikes Bowling Alley and 
Planet Zoom - are to close to make 
way for local archives. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
has bought the premises, in An¬ 
gel Drove, from American Amuse¬ 
ments Ltd and will be transforming 
them into a new home for the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Archives. 

The purchase was revealed by the 
council on Friday afternoon before 
staff at Strikes and Planet Zoom had 
been made aware that they could 
face losing their jobs. 

Neil Ainsworth, group operations 
manager for American Amuse¬ 
ments Ltd, which runs Strikes, said: 
“Yes, Strikes and Planet Zoom in Ely 
will close but the timescale is very 
much open-ended at this stage. 

“It could be within the next six 
months, 12 months or we could be 
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talking years - this is not going to 
happen overnight. 

“The county council approached 
us for the building. It is not a case of 
Strikes in Ely being an unprofitable 
business or that we want to get rid 
of the business. 

“When we do close we would 
very much like to be able to re¬ 
open another branch in the Ely area 
as we’ve been there for a very long 
time and we know how popular our 
amenities are to the community in 
the Ely area.” 

The branch currently employs 
around 20 staff, who were told 
about the purchase after the coun¬ 
cil announcement was made. 

The council has been working 
to secure new premises for the ar¬ 


chives following an inspection by 
the National Archives which found 
that the current accommodation in 
the basement of Shire Hall, in Cam¬ 
bridge, is no longer fit for purpose. 

The council says the new build¬ 
ing is well located within easy walk¬ 
ing distance of the train station and 
town centre, and is well suited for 
housing the archives. 

Plans for the site include bring¬ 
ing together the archives from Shire 
Hall with many of the resources of 
the Cambridgeshire Collection cur¬ 
rently held in Cambridge Central 
Library, so that researchers can ac¬ 
cess all these historical treasures 
under one roof.

Life-saving surgery for 
Ollie the Cum Dog . . . 


A SPANIEL had to undergo a 
lifesaving operation - after it 
ate almost an entire box of 
chewing gum. 

Doug and Denise Benzie 
were worried that the gum 
would get clogged up inside 
Ollie the Springer Spaniel's 
stomach. 

But the couple, from 
Stretham, soon realised that 
that was the least of their 
worries. 

A lot of chewing gum 
brands, including the 
one four-year-old Ollie 
devoured, contain Xylitol 
- a naturally occurring 
substance widely used as 
a sugar substitute which 
is safe for humans but is 
extremely toxic to dogs. 

Even small amounts of 
Xylitol can cause seizures, 


liver failure or even death in 
dogs. 

Thankfully, Denise was 
at home at the time to 
spot the remains of the 
chewing gum packaging, and 
although unaware exactly 
what danger beloved Ollie 
was in, called her pet's vet; 
Companion Care Vets in Ely, 
immediately. 

Aware how lethal Xylitol 
is to pooches, the team at 
the practice told Denise that 
Ollie needed to be brought 
to them straight away 
and with that Doug, who 
works at Selwyn College in 
Cambridge, rushed home to 
drive him there. 

Denise said: "We had 
absolutely no idea that 
chewing gum is so harmful 
to dogs. 


"I was more concerned 
about it all getting stuck 
inside his stomach. 

"He had to stay at the vets 
overnight and thankfully 
they were able to remove all 
the Xylitol from his body. 

"It was a big operation 
and thank goodness he is 
insured as the cost came to 
just under £700." 

Denise, who has two sons, 
Lee, 25, and Sam, 22, who 
both serve in the Navy, said: 
"Sam left the box lying on 
his bed when he left the 
house. 

"It was a box of chewing 
gum - bigger than a normal 
packet - and we think Ollie 
munched his way through 
the majority of the contents. 

"The consequences 
could've been devastating." 


COURT 

Benefit cheat, 
53, sentenced 


A MAN who falsely claimed 
almost £20,000 in benefits 
has avoided a jail sentence. 

Paul Day, ofWisbech Road, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to 
falsely claiming housing and 
council tax benefit totalling 
£17,732 at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. 

The court heard how Day, 
53, failed to notify East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
of a change in circumstance. 

In August 2010, he made a 
claim for housing and coun¬ 
cil tax benefit on the basis 
that he was unemployed 
and in receipt of jobseekers 
allowance. 

He then failed to declare 
to the council that his situ- 
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ation had changed after he 
took up full-time employ¬ 
ment in November 2010. 

The fraud was identi¬ 
fied using the new HMRC 
Real Time Information data 
matching process which 
matched Day’s National In¬ 
surance number to income 
tax being paid for employ¬ 
ment. 

The charges were made 
by Anglia Revenues Partner¬ 
ship on behalf of the council 
and the Department ofWork 
and Pensions. 

Day was sentenced to a 


12-month community or¬ 
der with the requirement to 
complete 120 hours of un¬ 
paid work in the local com¬ 
munity. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £400 court costs, as 
well as the money he falsely 
claimed. 

Linda Grinnell, financial 
services manager at the 
council, said: “Benefit fraud 
is a very serious crime with 
the taxpayer ending up pay¬ 
ing for those who cheat the 
system. 

“This sentence should act 
as a real deterrent to any¬ 
one who thinks they can get 
away with claiming money 
they are not entitled to.”

Gangs target 
Transit vans 


CRIMINAL gangs using tech¬ 
nology to break into vehicles 
in Cambridgeshire without 
leaving a trace have now 
struck around 30 times. 

Detectives issued a warn¬ 
ing to motorists last week 
after at least 15 vans in the 
region were targeted over a 
few day. 

Since February 23, there 
have been a further three 
offences in Cambridge, six 
in East Cambridgeshire, 
including in Ely and Lit- 
tleport, and three in South 
Cambridgeshire. They were 
all Ford Transit vans that 
showed no signs of break in. 

Reports have also been 
coming in of vans being tar¬ 
geted in St Ives, St Neots and 
Duxford. 

PCSO Jonathan Hall, who 
is based in Littleport, issued 
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a warning to traders via the 
force’s ecops messaging sys¬ 
tem. 

He said: “There has been 
a rather concerning number 
of incidents of tool theft re¬ 
cently. 

“These thefts are mainly 
targeting the working per¬ 
sons’ vans. They are happen¬ 
ing across the Ely sector and 
beyond, and show no sign of 
stopping just yet. 

“There has already been 
one incident of tool theft 
from a van in Littleport. A 
thousand pounds worth of 
tools were taken on that oc¬ 
casion.” 

The cheap devices can be 
purchased online for a few 


pounds and use an electro¬ 
magnetic pulse to open a ve¬ 
hicle’s lock. 

Police suspect such de¬ 
vices are being used by the 
thieves to bypass electronic 
security systems on cars and 
vans. 

Detective Sergeant Gra¬ 
ham Newton said: “We are 
doing everything we can to 
catch those responsible for 
these thefts but we would 
also encourage members of 
the public to be vigilant. 

“Many of the offences have 
happened when the vans are 
parked and left overnight, so 
we would encourage owners 
to remove valuable items at 
these times. 

“It is also advisable to 
leave vehicles in well-lit, 
over-looked areas, if at all 
possible.”

In the meantime, the au¬ 
thority says it has reached 
an agreement for the school 
to stay at its current, tempo¬ 
rary site - Ely St Mary’s Jun- 
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ior School, in High Barns, 
until Christmas. 

A council spokesman said: 
“An agreement has now 
been reached between the 
county council and the gov¬ 
erning body of Ely St Mary’s 
Junior for the school to stay 
on the site until the new 
school buildings are ready 
to open in January 2016. 

“Ely St Mary’s will also 
provide additional class¬ 
rooms so the Isle of Ely Pri¬ 
mary School can accom¬ 
modate Reception children 
starting in September. 

“Remaining at the Ely 
St Mary’s site for another 


term has several benefits. It 
means staff and children of 
the Isle of Ely will not have 
to move to a different tem¬ 
porary location for just a sin¬ 
gle term, and also that the 
county council will not have 
to invest in the preparation 
of a new site to provide tem¬ 
porary mobile classrooms.” 

Gary Peile, deputy chief 
executive of the ALT, said: 
“The trust is pleased this so¬ 
lution has been found and is 
grateful both to the county 
council and the governors of 
St Mary’s for their continued 
support for the Isle of Ely 
Primary. 

“We hope this partnership 
will continue for the ben¬ 
efit of the pupils from both 
schools.”

The call 
which we received was that 
something had fallen on him."

Natasha’s call 
after ‘terrifying’ 
cancer scare 
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A BEAUTICIAN is urging 
women to have regular cer¬ 
vical screening tests fol¬ 
lowing a “terrifying” cancer 
scare. 

Natasha Parr, 26, says she 
kept putting off having the 
screening, previously known 
as a smear test, as she “felt 
embarrassed”. 

But last week, Natasha, 
from Ely, had to undergo an 
operation at Addenbrooke’s 
after the results of her first 
ever screening showed she 
had abnormal cells which, 
if they had not been treated, 
could have developed into 
cervical cancer. 

Former Soham Village 
College pupil Natasha, who 
works as an accounts man¬ 
ager for Yves Saint Laurent at 
Debenhams at The Grafton 
in Cambridge, said: “The le¬ 
gal age for the test is 25 and 
I’m urging women to get the 
test as soon as they reach

that age. 

“I’m sure most girls feel 
how I did - I felt embar¬ 
rassed and kept putting it 
off. My mum kept telling 
me I needed to book an ap¬ 
pointment but it just felt like 
something that could wait. 

“It wasn’t until I broke my 
foot not long after Christmas 
that my doctor said he was 
going to book me in for the 
test. 

“I was going for check-ups 


for my foot pretty much eve¬ 
ry week and he said that be¬ 
cause cancer is really com¬ 
mon in my family I needed 
to get it done.” 

Natasha, who lives off 
Mulberry Way with her part¬ 
ner, Damien Challis, 28, had 
the test last month. The re¬ 
sults showed she had a large 
number of abnormal cells, 
so last Thursday she had a 
colposcopy to remove them. 

She said: “It was terrifying 
to be honest. The colpos¬ 
copy itself was fine and eve¬ 
ryone at Addenbrooke’s was 
amazing, but it was scary to 
think that those cells could 
have turned cancerous any 
day. 

“It’s also scary to think 
that if I hadn’t had the test I 
would’ve been none the wis¬ 
er. I’m now waiting for the 
results of my biopsy and I’m 
just praying that everything 
will be okay.”

A dull evening 

DULL and disappointing. That 
was my verdict on Thursday 
night's South East Cambridgeshire 
constituency election hustings held 
in our wonderful Ely Cathedral. 

The organisers - the Ely Cathedral 
Business Group - did their best; the 
five (so far) candidates to succeed Sir 
James Paice as our MP were worthy 
and well-meaning; and those in the 
audience (I estimated some 150 to 
200 persons) were appreciative. I 
did my best to liven things up with 
a heckle here and a 'hear, hear' 
there but I came away deflated and 
disillusioned and - dare I say it - 
thinking that I could have done a 
better job had I been on the panel. 

In the latter context, much the most 
amusing moment was when a friend, 
Mr Ross Clark, of Reach, a freelance 
journalist who writes for The Times, 
The Telegraph, the Daily Express and 
The Mail, said, 'I hope you stand 
again, Geoffrey: you brought gaiety 
to the last election.' I'm sure that Ross 
meant that as a compliment: I took it 
thus. But, as Mr Asquith said several 
times in 1910, 'Wait and see.' 

As one who is in favour of the UK 
remaining a member of the European 
Union, the best bit for me was a 
favourable mention by one of the 
leading candidates, Mr Huw Jones 
for Labour, of UK membership of the 
EU. The mention produced 'hear, 
hear!' from me and from others and 
a general round of applause. Perhaps 
this was one in the eye for UKIP and 
the anti-EU rhetoric from right wing 
Tories. All other mentions of Europe 
and/or the EU produced similar 
reactions. There is some hope on the 
horizon at last. 

An interesting question was about the 
disparity in pay between those 'at the 
top' and those 'at the bottom' and the 
effect of taxes thereon. I was able to 
intervene and said something along 
the lines of the question that I had 
prepared: 'The ConDem government 
boasts about having cut taxes for the 
well-off (by the Conservatives) and for 
the less well-off (by the Lib Dems). 
What is the point of all of this 
tax-cutting if there are potholes 
everywhere, if home helps have just 
15 minutes for a visit and if school 
budgets, far from being 'protected,' 
as Mr Cameron says, are actually 
being reduced?' This also drew 
applause and I was pleased. 

The people on the panel at the 
cathedral were all party people. 

They were asked about how much 
time and effort they would devote to 
representing the people of South East 
Cambridgeshire and, by implication, 
to what extent they would be told 
what to do by their respective parties' 
whipping systems. 

The UKIP lady said that her party 
doesn't hold with party whipping. I 
didn't believe her. The Conservative 
lady indicated that she would fight 
for us. I shouted out, 'What about the 
whips?' Mr Jonathan Chatfield, the 


Liberal Democrat gentleman, then 
said, inter alia, 'We need more 
Independent MPs.' I don't know 
whether Mr Chatfield meant to say 
it but I gave him a hearty cheer 
for so doing. We do need more 
Independent MPs!

Food for thought 

A RECENT article in a major Sunday 
newspaper suggested that by 2017, 
GM crops would be growing in 
this country. The article suggested 


that it would be a positive move on 
behalf of the UK. Maybe it's time for 
journalists to conduct more research 
on the subject. 

Decisions on the future of our food 
and agriculture should not be based 
on misrepresentative claims that 
a scientific consensus states that 
GM crops are safe when there is 
much evidence coming to the fore 
suggesting that this is not so. 

There are two categories of GM, 
those engineered to withstand high 
amounts of herbicide and those 
engineered to produce their own 
internal insecticide. 

We were told that GM crops would 
be the answer to the world over 
population crisis and that they would 
reduce the need for toxic pesticides. 
This is not however the case. 
Superweeds resistant to chemicals are 
spreading and as a result even more 
toxic chemicals are being used. 

In the US weed resistance has 
been reported in approximately 60 
million farm acres across the country. 
Studies of GM foods have shown 
tumors, liver/kidney damage, allergic 
reactions and more. A nutritional 
analysis of GM versus non GM corn 
showed shocking differences in 
nutritional content. 

Apart from being much less nutritious 
GM corn was also found to contain 
lyphosate a substance hazardous to 
ealth. 

Cross pollination of the same plant 
is low-tech and can occur naturally. 
Genetic modification of seeds is 
done in a lab and often crosses 
different biological kingdoms, such 
as crossing a bacteria with a plant 
the unintended adverse effects of 
which may be incalculably large and 
impossible to ascertain before they 
are released into the biosphere. 

At the beginning of this year a 
statement signed by 300 scientists, 
researchers, physicians and scholars 
was published in the journal 
'Environmental Sciences Europe' 
asserting that there is no scientific 
consensus on the safety of GMOs.

A review of the Cann twins’ concert in the Hayward Theatre, King's School, on March 6 


WITHIN the heart of our fair city of Ely a number of first-rate 
concerts are held in the Hayward Theatre on a regular basis as 
part of the King's School Concert Series. One of these concerts 
took place on March 6 and was very well worth attending. 

The amazing Cann twins gave us a delightful evening of piano 
music, played for the most part on two separate grand pianos 
and from memory. Their tremendous technique, empathy 
with the music and between each other and their meaningful 
expression gave the music extra warmth and accessibility. 

They played works by Shostakovich, Cui, Tchaikovsky, Liszt, 
Rimsky Korsakoff, Rachmaninoff and Gershwin.

With amazing skill they whizzed through the 'Flight of the 
Bumble Bee' by Rimsky Korsakoff to bring us to the second 


half of the programme. Then the origins of the 'Tarantella' 

- music composed to represent jittery dancing inspired by 
the fearful tarantula spider were perfectly portrayed in the 
second movement of their offering by Rachmaninoff. The first 
movement: 'Romance', was 'romantic' indeed. 

The evening culminated with Percy Grainger's arrangement of 
'Fantasia on Porgy and Bess' and it was wonderful to hear all 
those favourite songs brought to light again, such as 'Summer 
time' and 'Bess, you is my woman now'. 

A short encore, The Chinese Dance, ended a most enjoyable 
evening.

AGRICULTURE 

New rules will 
affect farmers 


TIGHTER water abstraction 
rules threaten to have a pro¬ 
found impact on UK food 
production - particularly in 
the Ely area, growers have 
been warned. 

Time-limited water ab¬ 
straction licences due to 
expire this year and beyond 
are being assessed by the 
Environment Agency to en¬ 
sure they comply with the 
EU Water Framework Direc¬ 
tive (WFD). 

In some circumstances, 
licence conditions may 
change if there is deemed to 
be a risk of environmental 
deterioration. 

The impact of any chang¬ 
es are most likely to be felt 
initially in the Cam and Ely

Ouse catchment - which en¬ 
compasses some of the UK’s 
most productive farmland 
in East Anglia. 

UK Irrigation Association 
(UKIA) executive secretary, 
Melvyn Kay, said: “These 
changes could have pro¬ 
found impacts on individual 
irrigated farming business¬ 
es. 

“They could affect the na¬ 
ture and composition of ir¬ 
rigated food production - as 
well as beyond the farm gate 
in terms of fresh produce 
supply chains. 

“In particular, it raises 


important questions about 
how changes in future li¬ 
censed allocation might im¬ 
pact on growers’ ability to 
cope with future dry years, 
how they can maximise 
productivity and economic 
output and how best to plan 
strategically for changes in 
future water allocation.” 

It is estimated that more 
than 1,000 UK agri-busi¬ 
nesses depend on irrigation 
to supply high-quality fresh 
fruit and vegetables to su¬ 
permarkets. 

Over the next 10 weeks, 
researchers also hope to 
assess the vulnerability of 
aquatic ecology in the Cam 
and Ely Ouse to abstraction 
and other pressures.

adjoins two open-sided 
farm shelters used for 
the storage of cattle over 
winter. These are proposed 
to be removed, they are 
not suitable for conversion 
and the site would benefit 
visually from their removal."

Emma, of Matthew Wren Close, 
said: “The road is extremely dan¬ 


gerous. We haven’t got any sort of 
crossing and we haven’t got a lolli¬ 
pop lady or man. 

“There is a lot of fast moving traf¬ 
fic in Main Street, cars park either 
side of the street and buses obvi¬ 
ously have to drop off outside the 
school too. 

“Parents have to cross the road 
with their children completely un¬ 
aided and the visibility is terrible. 

“There have been a lot of delays 
in getting the crossing built but 
we’re all delighted that work is fi¬ 
nally going to start and we’re grate¬ 
ful that the project is going to hap¬ 


pen.” 

Mr Barclay, MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “I was hap¬ 
py to help with this campaign.

AN MP is calling for urgent deci¬ 
sions to be made over numerous is¬ 
sues surrounding a £34 million new 
leisure centre for Littleport. 

Steve Barclay, MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, is worried that 
unless concerns over the scheme, 
such as the proposed access, are 
resolved in a matter of weeks, 
the entire development could fall 
through. 

Littleport Parish Council is con¬ 
cerned that the preferred access 
will impact to heavily on local resi¬ 
dents and will lead to some green 
areas in the town being lost. 

However, Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council believes Camel Road, 
with a secondary access via Elm- 
side, is the best option. 

Mr Barclay says the outstanding 
issues need to be resolved within 
the next seven weeks if the devel¬ 
opment, which includes a new sec¬ 
ondary school, primary school and 
special school, is to progress in time 
for September 2017. 


He said: “This scheme is fully 
funded with £34 million secured for 
a new secondary school, primary 
school and special needs school to¬ 
gether with a state-of-the-art new 
leisure centre for Littleport. 

“We need to quickly resolve the 


issues over access to the site, man¬ 
agement of the leisure centre, and 
traffic management issues for resi¬ 
dents as we cannot afford to lose 
this scheme.” 

A series of meetings have been 
held for people to speak up over the 


plans and Mr Barclay, county coun¬ 
cillors and parish councillors are 
due to meet again tonight. 

Parish councillors also fear the 
change of use of the land could 
breach a deed of covenant made 
when it was given to the town by 
the former landowner. The cov¬ 
enant stipulates the land must be 
used for leisure purposes or owner¬ 
ship will revert back. 

However, the county council says 
that leisure facilities will still be on 
the site, they will just be slightly re¬ 
located and the parking would be 
for people using the new centre. 

The parish council also wants 
answers over ownership of the new 
leisure centre. 

Ian Trafford, education officer at 
the county council, says the parish 
council could be given a long-lease 
on the premises so that the man¬ 
agement of the new centre would 
revert to the parish council if the 
existing leisure centre management 
ceased at any point in the future. 

Mr Barclay said: “I hope residents 
will make clear to all those in posi¬ 
tions of influence how much they 
want this scheme to go ahead and 
what a positive impact it will have.”

WIND TURBINES 

Concern over 
delay of wind 


testing device 


WIND farm developers have 
still not erected an anemome¬ 
ter - a device which measures 
wind speed - on land where 
three turbines are planned, 
even though a decision on 
the plans could be made next 
month. 

REG Windpower, the firm 
seeking to build three wind 
turbines at Berry Fen, be¬ 
tween Haddenham and 
Aldreth, was given permis¬ 
sion to erect an anemometer 
mast at the site last July in or¬ 
der to judge wind speed and 
its suitability for turbines. 

But the facility still has not 
been put up and the Stop 
Berry Wind Farm Campaign 
group says it is “deeply con¬ 
cerning”, especially because 
the turbine application is due 
to go before the district coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee on 
April 29.

Steve Cheetham, chairman 
of the campaign group, said: 
“Given the importance of the 
data which would be collect¬ 
ed by the anemometer mast 
for both REG Windpower 
and the district councillors, 
we find it mystifying why at 
this very late stage there is no 
sign of the wind mast being 
erected. 

“What is equally surprising 
is REG also told the council 
they needed two years’ worth 
of wind data to ensure they 
selected the most appropriate 
turbines for the site.” 

The proposals have at¬ 
tracted 591 objections and 
15 comments in favour since 
they were submitted last year. 

Bruce Caldwell, Berry Fen’s 
project manager, said: “The 


anemometer mast is on site 
and awaiting the construc¬ 
tion team who will start the 
erection over the next few 
weeks. 

“It will take approximately 
two days to fully erect the 
mast. The delay has been due 
to bad weather on other pro¬ 
jects which has delayed the 
construction team. 

“If Berry Fen were to be 
consented, there would be a 
community fund worth over 
£30,000 each year for com¬ 
munity projects and local 
good causes around the wind 
farm, which could produce 
enough clean, green electric¬ 
ity to power approximately 
3,900 average homes annu¬ 
ally.”

More cheaper 
homes needed 


RURAL people are being 
forced out of their commu¬ 
nities - mainly due to a lack 
of affordable housing - ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE 
and the East of England Roy¬ 
al Town Planning Institute 
have published the results 
of a national review they 
carried out on rural housing 
policy 

The report argues that in¬ 
creased competition from 
commuters, retirees and 
second home owners, low 
wages in the rural economy 
and a decreasing stock of so¬ 
cial and affordable housing 
are collectively damaging 
rural communities. 

Mark Deas, rural housing 
enabler at Cambridgeshire 
ACRE, based in Littleport, 
said: “Our work with rural 
communities across the 
county constantly high¬ 
lights the issues raised in the 
report. 

“Young people have to 
leave their communities in 
search of affordable inde-

pendence and this is im¬ 
pacting on local services 
such as pubs and shops.” 

Planners, housing offic¬ 
ers and other professionals 
came together at a confer¬ 
ence in Ely alongside rural 
community representatives 
to discuss the findings and 
recommendations from the 
national review. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE 
says the review was initiated 
due to concern that most 
of the progress made from 
previous reports was being 
eroded and undermined by 
recent government policy. 

Mr Deas said: “The re¬ 
moval of affordable housing 
requirements from schemes 
of 10 or less dwellings, the 
abolition of rural housing 
targets and the indiscrimi¬ 
nate introduction of the 
bedroom tax are all exam¬ 
ples of a lack of effective 
rural proofing in recent gov¬ 


ernment policy. 

“Many of the recommen¬ 
dations are directed at cen¬ 
tral government. However, 
there remains much that lo¬ 
cal organisations and com¬ 
munities can do to create 
life changing opportunities 
for rural families.” 

ACRE says that parish 
councils can play a key role 
by “championing the needs 
of the less well off in their 
community”. 

The report comes just 
weeks after Ely News re¬ 
ported that Cambridgesh¬ 
ire missed its target for new 
homes by more than 600 
properties last year. 

Analysis by the National 
Housing Federation show 
completions were some 20 
per cent down on the target 
for 3,335 new homes to be 
built across the county.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Bear-baiting, bodysnatching and burning 
people alive? It’s all part of Cambridge’s 
hidden (and rather horrible) past, as Dr 
David Barrowdough, who lives in Ely, reveals 
in an intriguing new book. 

Emma Higginbotham meets him. 


Digging up our horrible

Head of state that ended up on a pole 


"THE story of Oliver Cromwell's head is a 
real Cambridge story. That's it there," says 
David, pointing to the photograph. "It's 
hideous! You can see he's got that traditional 
puritanical haircut.. 

Here's the story in a nutshell: Cromwell 
died in 1658, and was buried with full 
honours in Westminster Abbey. But when 
the monarchy was restored, Charles II, bent 
on revenge for his father's death, ordered 
Cromwell's body to be disinterred. 

In 1661, his corpse was dug up, hanged 
on a gibbet, then his head was cut off and 
impaled on a spike at Westminster Hall. 
There it stayed for 20 years - until it blew off 
in a storm. A sentry claimed it as a trophy, 
took it home, and hid it up his chimney. 

Over the next 
two centuries, the 
head changed hands 
between the likes of a 
Swiss-French collector 
of curiosities, a comic 
actor and a wealthy 
goldsmith. It finally 
ended up with the 
Wilkinson family, who 
eventually decided 



that it should be reinterred. 

David writes: "[Horace Wilkinson] 
contacted Cromwell's old college in 
Cambridge, Sidney Sussex, and on 25 
March 1960 it was buried in a secret 
location in the college, within the oak box 
in which the Wilkinson family had kept 
the head since 1815. The only witnesses to 
the burial were members of the family and 
representatives of the college." 



A ppearances can be deceptive. 
Cambridge may seem quaint and 
genteel, a hotbed of nothing much 
hotter than a warm scone and a nice cup of 
Earl Grey, but delve into its murky history and 
you'll uncover all manner of guts and gore, 
from poisonings and animal baiting to burnings 
and witchcraft. 

It's all recorded in a fascinating (and very 
readable) new book, Bloody British History: 
Cambridge, by Wolfson College fellow Dr 
David Barrowdough, who lives in Ely. 

And appearances are deceptive here too: 
super-smiley and quick to laugh, David is the 
last person you'd expect to be a fan of the 
macabre - yet the archaeologist says he has 
absolutely revelled in digging up the city's dirty 
underside. 

Part of a series about the dark history of 
British cities, the book is packed with eye¬ 
opening (and often eye-watering) tales from 
the past. But while some may be familiar 
- town and gown rioting, author Lawrence 
Sterne's 'bodysnatched' corpse turning up at 
a university anatomy class, or the Cambridge 
Spies doing their dastardly deeds - others are 
likely to be completely new to you. 

Did you know, for example, that murderous 
highwayman Dick Turpin used to frequent a 
dodgy pub on Castle Hill? Or that Petty Cury 
was a hotspot for bear-baiting, while bull¬ 
baiting was a regular event on Peas Hill? Or 
that the famous Bumps has seen both rowers 
and spectators being impaled, drowned, and 
struck by lightning? 

David grins when I mention this one: "Yes, I 
shouldn't laugh, should I?" he chuckles. "There 
are lots of books about Cambridge already, but 
a lot of them, not being rude, they do repeat 
things time and time again, and I was trying to 
dig out things that hadn't really been written 
about before." 

The affable academic, who two years ago 
wrote a similar book about Ely, spent around 
18 months doing his research. 

He busied himself in the archives of the 
University Library, "just searching through old 
records, diaries and newspaper collections; 
once you start digging into one, you get a 
reference to something else, and you chase 
that reference up - so it's a detective story in 
that way. 

"I knew some of it, but I didn't know all of 
it," he adds. "I didn't know about Dick Turpin; 
he's normally either associated with London or 
York, but Cambridge was a place he came and 
hid out when it got a bit hot for him. 

"And I didn't know about the Three Tuns 
Inn, which was basically a thieves' den of 


iniquity." Now demolished, the notorious 
Castle Hill boozer crops up several times in the 
book: "It was a favourite haunt of his, and of 
other highwaymen, and of the vagabonds that 
went with it." 

Does he have a favourite story? 

"I thought the one about the chimney 
sweeps was interesting," he says. 

"All the colleges keep their silver and 
valuables locked up, and several colleges 
found that they'd had their valuables stolen 
from inside a locked room - and they 
couldn't work out how this was happening. 

So they issued a reward, and basically some 
nosey neighbours thought that one of their 
neighbours was a bit more prosperous than he 
should be, and that led them to suspect this 
guy." 

The man in question was a chimney sweep, 
"and in the process of cleaning all the college 
chimneys, he'd worked out how to get down 
into different rooms. He teamed up with a 
locksmith, and another guy who's described as 
a gypsy, whose job was to help them carry it, 
and they'd all climb down these chimneys at 
night, into these locked rooms, carry away the 
swag and then sell it. Two of them hung for it 
and the third one got away." 

There does, I say, seem to be an awful lot 
of hanging in the book: "You were hanged 
for virtually everything," nods David. And 
'pressing' too? "Pressing is horrible," he says. 
"That came about because, if you didn't plead 
at all to a charge, they couldn't confiscate your 
lands. Most people knew they were going to 
hang for whatever crime it was anyway, so 
they'd rather just say nothing: they'd end up 
being pressed to death, but their family would 
inherit their land and property. 

"They would be laid down on the floor, with 
their legs and arms tied, and then they'd put 
a board on them and put on stones, and iron, 
and they'd keep adding to it. It was a horrible 
way to die. It's hard to imagine, actually." 

Writing about death is nothing new for 
David. 

Growing up in the north-west, he had a 
boyhood fascination with the buried past ("I've 
always been interested in searching for King 
Arthur"), and came to Cambridge as a mature 
student in the 1990s to read archaeology at 
Wolfson. 

He followed this with a PhD, then worked 
at the BBC, writing for archaeology and art 
programmes, "but the BBC's a young person's 
game really, and I got to the point where I was 
the oldest person in the room . . ." 

He returned to his alma mater and, now in 
his late 40s, he's a fellow as well as director

of studies at Wolfson. "It's good fun," he says. 
"The students keep you young and on your 
toes." 

Looking at his jolly face, I can't help 
remarking that he doesn't look like someone 
who'd write a book as dark as this. 

"Well I have a side interest in it," admits 
David. "I have a little collection of my own 
at home - mummies and things like that. Not 
people!" he adds quickly. "I've got an Egyptian 
mummified cat. I found it in a car boot sale, 
believe it or not. There's a particular way the 
Egyptians bandaged things up, with a sort of 
criss-cross, and I thought 'That looks right. . 

.'" How much was it? "About 100 quid. 

"And I've got a skull." Human this time? 

"Yes, it's an old anatomical one, from the 
early 20th century - they were often Indian 
people." So could it have been from one of 
the bodysnatchers' skeletons? "I'm afraid it 
couldn't! But goodness knows where they 
come from, to be honest." 

So what was the most shocking story he 
came across for the book? "The 
Burwell fire was bad," he 
says. 

It certainly was: 
in 1 727, a group 
of travelling 
players put on 
a performance 
in one of 
the village's 
barns - more 
than 100 
men, women 
and children 
crammed in to 
watch and, once 
they were in, 
somebody nailed 
the door shut, 

"probably to stop 
people coming 
in who weren't 
paying; a stupid 
thing to do." 

See the book for 
the full story, but 
essentially it caught 
fire - and nearly 
everybody inside burned 
alive. 

"More than 70 people 
died, and in a sense it's 
weird that people 
don't know 


about that." 

Were there any stories that particularly 
touched him? "I was sad about the suicide 
of the Reverend Samuel Reeve at Caius," 
says David, referring to a senior proctor who 
hanged himself in a storeroom, and wasn't 
discovered for five months. 

"They hadn't really missed him! But I didn't 
want to make too much of suicide in the 
book. I don't think it makes for good reading, 
particularly. 

"And I suppose the burned alive story," 
he says, of the last man in Cambridge to be 
publicly executed in Cambridge, John Green. 
Back in the 1860s, a drunken Green killed a 
prostitute by beating her up then stuffing her 
into the furnace at the malt house where he 
worked. 

"It's horrible enough to be murdered, 
but the actual sense of burning alive has a 
particular horror to it," says David. 

So Cambridge IS, in fact, a hotbed of 
barbarity and inhumanity? 

"Well the weird thing is, everyone 
says Cambridge is one of the 
safest places to live," he 
laughs. "Students are 
always told when they 
arrive: 'Be careful, 
but it is still one of 
the safest places to 
be'. And this sort of 
puts the lie to that, 
doesn't it?"

Car care ‘is 
more vital 
than health* 


BRITISH drivers are taking better care of their 
cars than their own health, according to new 
study from Halfords Autocentres. 

Research from the garage chain into driver 
behaviour has found that while 83 per cent 
of motorists visit a garage regularly to keep on 
top of vehicle servicing and maintenance, only 
17 per cent of people regularly visit a doctor 
for check-ups - with almost half (48 per cent) 
admitting they only visit a healthcare professional 
when they have a problem. 

Amazingly two-thirds (66 per cent) of Brits 
feel that an annual health 'MOT' should be 
compulsory for people and more than three- 
quarters (76 per cent) believe they personally 
would benefit from having one. However, with 
no formal requirement for a health check today's 
busy lifestyles mean only 9 per cent of people 
visit their doctor even once a year. 

Commenting on the findings, TV's Dr Pixie 
McKenna said: "It's shocking to learn of the 
chances people are prepared to take with their 
health. Just as a car needs a safety check at least 
once a year, your body also needs a thorough 
check from a professional. 

"In my experience, men are always more 
reluctant to see what's going on under the 
bonnet when it comes to their health and it 
often takes something to be hanging off for them 
to take a begrudged trip to see the doctor. But 
when it comes to vehicles, it's most certainly the 
other way around!"

The City of Ely bowler beat 
Alex Marshall 12-4, 9-8 in 
the final to clinch his second 
World Bowls Tour crown of the 
season, following his retention 
of the Co-Operative Funer¬ 
alcare Scottish International 
Open title last November.

Sportingly, the first text Brett 
received on his mobile after 
claiming top spot was from 
Scottish bowler Paul Foster, the 
player he had knocked off the 
perch, congratulating him on 
his achievement. 

After seeing off Damien 
Doubler and clubmate Greg 
Harlow in the early rounds,

Brett held off compatriots Mark 
Dawes 10-3,5-9,2-1 in the quar¬ 
ter-finals and Les Gillett 9-7,10-1 
in the last four respectively to set 
up his showdown with Marshall. 

In set one, it quickly be¬ 
came apparent that Brett, who 
has been dubbed the Ginger 
Ninja, was on fire with some 
incredible shots, making his 
Scottish rival work hard to stay 
with him. 

Marshall, who beat Brett in 
the quarter-finals at the Just 
Retirement World Champi¬ 
onships two months ago, felt 
the pressure as the Ely player 
would not let him in on his way 
to taking the first set by eight 
shots. 

The second set was a close- 
fought affair, but Marshall 
needed a three on the final end 
and he played an outstanding 
last wood to split Brett’s bowls 
away to hold the required score. 

But with his last bowl, Brett 
played the draw shot needed 
to rest just inside Marshall’s 
previous wood to take the 
match and the title.

Goodjohn aims to move on up at welterweight 


TYLER Goodjohn is confident 
he will soon be back in the hunt 
for titles after moving up to 
welterweight. 

After being stopped by John 
Wayne Hibbert in their WBC 
International light-welterweight 
title fight in January, the Wentworth 
boxer revealed he had faced a huge 
task making the lOst limit. 

And despite the lure of big bouts 
in that division, Goodjohn, 23, who 
won the English title last October, 
said he could no longer safely keep 
his weight down. 

He said: “For the last year-and-

a-half I’ve been pushing the limit, 
and I had to lose nine pounds the 
day before the weigh-in for the last 
fight, which is just ridiculous. 

“My training camp was perfect 
and everything went spot on. I had 
a really good nutritionist, but I still 
couldn’t get the weight off and I had 
nothing in the fight. 

“I could feel there was nothing 
there in the warm-up. 

“I spoke to my trainer about 
it and I’ve more or less come to 
the conclusion that if I had to go 


back down to light-welter, I’d quit 
boxing. 

“I know there are still big fights 
out there at light-welter and the 
fighter within me wants that, but 
I think my health has got to come 
first.” 

Goodjohn plans to make his return 
at the higher weight at London’s York 
Hall in May with a six-rounder to 
ease himself in after getting back in 
the gym this week. 

“My last six bouts have all been 
10-round title fights, so I don’t 
want anything too easy, but I need 
something to get me going,” he said. 


“I’ve just got to feel my way in, 
but I’m only 23 and I’m just making 
a name for myself. 

“I don’t think it will take long to 
get a pretty big fight and it would 
be nice if I could become English 
champion at two weights. 

“But I haven’t taken my time 
throughout my whole career, so 
we’ll have to wait and see.” 

Goodjohn said he was relishing a 
fresh challenge. 

He added: “I’m back with the rest of 
my stablemates now and I’m enjoying 
being around them because you’re all 
going through it together.”
